They Attempt to Stcul GUIIM Oft n Train,

PiTTSBURO, Jan. 17.-Ono o£ tho most dar- 


ing schemes to .-ob a train that has bjcn triad 
this suction ol the state tor years past wns 
attcmptoJ Friday night no.ir Sheridan sta- 
tion, on tho Panhandle road, not more than 
tour miles from this citj-. 
Tho second sec- 


tion of tho west-boun 1 through freight train 
^'o. 51 left the city Panhandle yards shortly 
after 7 o'clock Saturday aight. A number 
of tho cars wore loaded entirely with Wiu- 
chester rifles, revolvers, ammunition, and 
valises. These cars were consigned to St. 
Louis. Tho train had passed Sheridixnstatiou, 
and was approaching Cork run tunnel, when 
Engineer lieCabo noticed that tho train 
was hauling; very heavy. Ho immediately re- 
versed tho lover of tho loeomotivo 
and 


stopped tha train, thinking that a car had 
jumped tho track, lie, Conductor Hood, 
and Firaman William Carloy leCt tho ongiuo 
and started bad; to Und out what was tho 
trouble. As they walked along tho s:do of 
train tlioy were surprised to see that two of 
tbo carA that wore loaded with tho rifles and 
ammunition had been broken opon.

DEATH OF PROFESSOR OLNEY. 


Ann Arbor Cnlvorslty looses a Blstln- 


gui«hed Scholar. 


ANN Aimoii, Mich., Jan. 17.—Edward 


Oluuy, LL. D., professor of mathematics in 
tho University of ilichigan, was found dead 
in his. bed at bis homo Sunday morning. 
He 


had boon ailing for some years so that ho was 
partially relieved from his duties, but jvas 
feeling quite well all last week. Saturday 
ho was on tho street, but complained of diz- 
ziness. The autopsy showed that death was 
duo to fatty degeneration of tho arteries, 
more particularly those leading to tho brain, 
death resulting from lack of blood circula- 
tion. Professor Ordoy was ono of tho.best 
known mathematicians in the country, and 
the author of a series of text books in ele- 
mentary and higher mathematics. Ho was 
born in Saratoga county, Now York in 
1S27.

Its 
mother is asking no money, and says she 
only made a sworn statement to the facts be- 
fore she loft England for Australia (where 
she now is teaching school) because sho de- 
sired to do justice by the boy, who Is said to 
in charge of Marquis d'Oyloy. It is stated 
that tho ox-empress is making inquiries in 
tho matter, and that there Is documentary 
proof of Miss Watkin's story.

One Hundred Thotuana PonniU of Giant 


rowdor "Goo« Off" In a Wrecked Ten- 
sol—Croat BamaBo Done to Balldlng* 
Near the Cliff House—A tlfe-Savlns 
Crow Blown Into tlift Air. , 
SiN FBAXCISCO, Cal., Jan. 17.—Informa- 


tion has just been received hero that tho 
schooner Parallel which nailod from here lust 
Friday for Astoria, Ore,, with a general 
cargo, has boon driven ashore near tho Point 
Lobas signal station, at tho Golden Gats, 
and an immense quantity of giant powder in 
the cargo bad exploded. Tho reports say 
that the Cliff house and several othor build- 
ings wore destroyed by tbe explosion. 


The vessel hid been boating against ad- 


verse winds and was carried on tho rocks by 
a strong tide. Tho captain and crow took to 
tho boats and being unable to make a land- 
ing in tha heavy surf, stood away for the 
entrance to the harbor. Tho life-saving 
men went to assist the schooner, but finding 
her abandoned most of them loft for then- 
station about 1 o'clock. Soon afterward a 
terrible explosion occurred, caused no doubt 
by tho beatlngJOf tho vessel upon tho rocks. 
Tho entire amount of 100,000 pounds ot tho 
powder on board exploded. 


Everything In th« vicinity was wrecked. 


Tho life-saving station was completely de- 
molished. The sido of tho Cliff hous.> near- 
est the vessel was torn to pieces and tho 
whole building was badly wrecked, despite 
its elevated situation on the bluff. Tbe nu- 
merous bathing houses and tho concert pavil- 
ion on tho beach wore damaged, and their 
windows woro all broken. Tho flno conserv- 
atory of Adolph Sutro, on the heights, was 
ruined. It seemed to fall to pieces. AH the 
windows in Itr. Sutro's house were broken. 
Throe of tho life-saving crew, who wero left 
to camp on tho beach near the wrecked vos- 
tel, were blown into tho air and severely in- 
jured by the concussion c.nd the fall. One of 
them, Horace Smith, had near'.y every joint 
in his limbs dislocated. He suffered greatly, 


Tbe 
but it is thought that ho will recover, 
others, Charles Rogers and John Wilson, 
woro less seriously hurt. 


Capt Haysloys, of tho lite-saving station, 


says a great wave followed tho explosion, 
rolling up tho beach like a tidal wave. The 
shock of tho explosion was like an earth- 
quake. Tho wholo cli!T shook. The men 
who had gone to bed in tho station wore 
tin-own violently out upon tho floor. The 
CliC house will havo to be entirely rebuilt 
It was a flno nnd costly structure, but Is now 
so shattered that it is in danger of foiling 
over tho cliff into tho ocean.

PIPING "ILE" TO GOTHAM. 


A tlno Ncnrly rinirtiod Dlroct from tlio 


Oil Kcsloni. 


EASTON, 1'a., Jan. 17.—Tbo connection ol 


New York city with tho oil region ot north- 
western Po'-insylvania by an underground 
pipe lino, which haa been tbo droam ot spec- 
ulators for yoare, promises to bo accomplish*! 
by April 1. Tbe pipes wore laid under th» 
Bongor & Portland railroad tracks at Wind 
Gap, Northampton county, on Monday, Duo, 
10, and were extended to Ackormanvillci dur- 
ing last woek. The company is also erecting 
a telegraph lino, which is now flnLshod as far 
as Martin's creek. II a stream is reached a 
wooden treatlo is built for the plpo, and if a 
mountain, tho pipe is run straight up its 
sides, no mattor how stoop. Tho intention is 
to piitcp tho oil Into a reservoir in tho oil re- 
gion, and by Immonso pressure to force it 
through tho pipes from fifty to 200 miles at 
o Umo, as tho caso may bo. Hero tho oil 
empties Into another reservoir, whoro it is 
pumped Iuto and forced through another 
lonj section oE pipe, until tho end o! tho pipe 
lino is reached. I'ivo years ago tho line wiu 
run to Tamanond as u tost, and tbo eipono 
of running to tliat point was founl to bo so 
much cheaper than by roll that it was de- 
cided to continuo it to N«w York.

BUOOICLY.V, Juii. 10.—For many years tho 


Brooklyn Tabernacle, tho largest Protestant 
church hi America, has been thronged twice 
on tho Sabbath—every available inch occu- 
pied, even tho aisles, pulpit, stairs mill door- 
ways, iir.d multitudes going tiwny unable to 
gel in. Dr. Talmuge recnitly announced to 
his congregation that if the present building 
could bo sokl lor an academy of music an- 
iithur church, ono holding 10,000 people, 
would bo erected. 
This morning, after ex- 


pounding the scriptures, he gavo out the 
hymn: 


Sinuura, turn: Why will ye die!

The subject of the sermon v«'us "Broken 


Pieces of the Ship," uucl tha text, Acts xxrii, 
•H: ''Some on broken nieces of tho ship," Dr. 
Talmnge spoko as follows: 


Never oft Goodwin Sands, or tho Skerries, 


m' Capo Hatteras, was a ship in worso pro- 
dicumenttuan in tho Mediterranean hurricane 
was tlio grain ship, on which L'TO passengers 
were driven on tho coast of Multa, livo miles 
from tho metropolis of. that island, called 
Citta Vecchia. After a two weaks1 tempest 
and thesliip was entirely disabled and captain 
and cre\v had becoino completely demoral- 
ized, an old missionary took command oC tho 
vessel. Ho was small, crooked backed and 
j:oi-o eyokl, according to tradition. It v?as 
Pan], the only unscared man aboard. Ho was 
no more aL'raid oC a Euroclydon tossing tho 
Mediterranean sea, now up to tfio gates of 
heaven and now sinking it to tho gates of 
hell, than he was afraid of a kitten playing 
with a string. lie ordorod them all down to 
take their rations, first aslcing for them a 
blessing. Then ho insured all their lives, tell- 
ing them they would bo rescued, and, so far 
from losing their heads, they would not loso 
so inucU of tlrolr hair as you could cut oft 
with ono click of tho scissors; aye, not a 
thread or ib, whether it wore gray with age 
or golden with youth. "There shall not a hair 
fall from tho hotid of. any of you." 


Knowing that they can novor got to tho de- 


sired port, they make tho sea on tho four- 
teenth night black with overthrown cargo, so 
that when tho ship strikes it will not strike 
so heavily, 
At daybreak they saw a creek, 


ar.d in their exigency resolved to make for it. 
And so they cut tho cables, took in tho two 
noddles that they had on theso old boots and 
hoisted tho raainsaJl.so that they might como 
with such force as to bo driven high up on tho 
beach by^fcme fortunate billow. Thero she 
goes, tumbling toward the rocks, now prow 
foremost, now stern foremost; now rolling 
over to starboard, now a wave dashes deal' 
over tho deck, and it seenis as if tha old craft 
has gono forever. But up sho comes again.

Having on previous occasions, looked at tho 


ither passengers, I confine raj-self to-dny to

Thero is some- 


hing about them that excites in mo an in- 
enso interest. I am not so much interested 


thoso that could swim. They got ashore 


as I expected. A milo of water is not a very 
great undertaking for a strong swimmer, or 
•veil two miles aro not. But I cannot stop 
hinking about those on broken pieces of 
,ho ship. Tho great gospel ship Li tho finest 
,-esficl of tho univorso nnd can carry more 
rassongcrs than any craft over constructed, 
.md-you could no more wreck it than you 
could wreck the throne of God Almighty. I 
rish all tlio people, would como aboard of her. 
! could -not promise o smooth voyage, for oft- 
tiuies it will bo tempestuous or a chopped sea, 
)ut I could promise safe arrival for all who 
took passage on that Groat Eastoru, so called 
>y me because its commander came out of tho 
e:ist, the star ot the oast a badgo of his 
uuliority. 


But a vast raultitudo do not take regular 


passage. Their theology is broken in pieces,

sinners, nnd that you are one ot them, am 
you are instantly rescued. If you can come 
i:i on tho craud old ship, I would rather havo 
yon get aboard, but if you can find only a 
piore of wood as long as the human body, 01 
a picco as wida as tho outspread human 
arms, and either of them is a piece of tho 
cross, como in or. that piece. Tons of thou 


1 sands of people are to-day kept out of tho 
kingdom of God becauso they cannot be 
Hove everything.

HFpi-ctnate-tiiaT Tie'rdism'andsoft 
sacrifice of the bravo fellows wo all can, and 
con wo not appreciate tho Christ who put out 
in" a moro biting cold and into a moro over- 
whelming surge to bring us out of infinite 
peril into ovorlnstuis safety!

You started in your youth with all sails set.

but you havo saCed in tho wrong direction 
or havo foundered on a rock. You have 
only a fragment of time left.

You admit you are all broken up, one de- 


cade o£ your lifo gono by, two decades, throe 
decades, four decades, a half century, per- 
haps three-quarters of a century gone.

He did not say I will 
obey those commands in which I do not 
have to ei*rciee Buoh Belt-denial; but 
God found in him a spirit of perfect orm- 
pliancD to His will. When the command 
comes, "Take thon thine only eon, Isaa;V: 


Abraham answered "Here Lord, take 
him. It blots out all my dreamB and 
aspirations for his futuro but take thou 
him," 


He lenred God because he obeyed 


without understanding the command, 
The poet seijg in regard to the light 
brigade: 


1 Theirs not to make reply. 
Theirs not to reaaon why, 
Theirs but to do and die." 


That was the spirit of Abraham's 


obedience. No question why. God has 
commanded, that is enough. A man will 
sometimes bnnp: a text under a crucial 
intsrpretation and so men jet their wits 
to work to get around the cross part of 
a commandment. In rejard to a thoQE- 
and things we of ten _ say, can't we get 
around this a little, around the sharp 
edges of this command. 


Ail are cot brought to the same test 


Abraham was. It would indeed be a 
trying thing that in order to prove our 
solves Christians we should] be obliged 
to give up a beloved child. But God has 
some tost in store for us all , 


There ore two ways to tost a man's 


spirit of obediencs: Through [filial four 
and the fear of a atern and righteous 
Judge. Wo should fear God as Abraham 
did in greatest humility, or by and 
by that other fear will come upon us in a 
day ot awful desolation . 


ALL SOULS OEUHOn, 


"I promised," said the Rev, Mr. Waite 


yesterday, "to speak to you this morning 
on that terror to so many religious people 
— Agnosticism. This word means simply 
'don't knowism.' Thoao that believe in 
tho doctrine claim that our avenues of 
information are so uncertain as to give 
us'' ao basis fcr any belief." 


The speaker continued by explaining 


that these agnostics, who will not even 
positively assart that they exist, are to 
be found, not in tho hospitals for the 
insane, but among the highest classes of 
intellectual society.

"They 
never open hell quite so wide as when 
they open it to doubters, 'Of course you 
cannot believe those other dogmas,' they 
remark soothingly,' 'but if yon doubt the 
ideas that I put forth, you will certainly 
b} lost.' "

truth, it is only tho gate that opens to 
that path. Tho path isbdief. If Chris- 
topher Columbus had only doubted that 
the world was square, America would not 
have been discovered. Ho believed that 
if he did not encounter lands, as yet un- 
known, he would at Iccst reach the other 
side oJ Isis own continent, and this belief 
was what led to the settlement of the 
new world.
